New York, April 2.- At the office of 
the Nicaragua Canal Co. in this city 
cablegram was received to-day from Chief 
Engineer Menocal at Greytown giving 
the facts connected with the mishap to 
the steamship Agnan, which left New 
York two weeks ago with President 
Warner, Miller and party of this friends 
who intend to inspect the works. The 
steamer went on Roncadoris reef 200 
milea from Greytown on March 26th. 
Her lifeboat was at once launched and 
succeeded in reaching Greytown.
